w ith very few changes a family 
meal properly planned will serve 
for the youngest members.

foods more simply prepared than 
that of adults somtimes is, and 
in some cases needs them chop­ 
ped, mashed or ground in order 
to make them easier to eat and 
to digest. 
He needs more milk 
than adults—3 to 4 glasses, part 
of which may be used in cooking 
—but sm aller portions of other 
foods. 
When salads are being prepar­ 
ed, ^ crisp bit of lettuce, carrot, 
celery or peeled apple may 
be 
saved for the child over 2. Tod- 
dler-sized portions of vegetables. 
fruits and m eats may be taken 
from the family meal and m ash­ 
ed or cut finely for him. How­ 
ever, heavy rich desserts 
and 
spiced foods are not suitable for 
him. 
Most toddlers love their des­ 
serts. 
This fact can be turned 
to advantage by

3. Serves to keep plants w ith­

Severe .shearing in late March 
and early April, depending

latitude and tem perature, gives 
the shrubs the advantages of

full growing season, beginning in 
May. 
With m oderate care, the 
home ow'ner himself can do the 
job adequately.

Organ'zm g a Farm Cooperative 
in 1923 the Illinois legislature 
passed the A gricultural Cooper­ 
ative Act. This law provides that 
“eleven or more persons, a m a­ 
jority of whom are residents of 
this state, engaged in the pro- 
• duct ion of agricultural products. 


I may form a non-profit cooper­ 
ative association, w ith or with* 
I out capital stock, under the pro- 
, vision^ of this act.” 
The law 
■ li.<ts a variety of purposes for 
i which such a cooperative may be

Auto excises taxes are 
old— they started way 
back in GOP days 


Federal automotive excise tax­ 
es cost the motorists of Illinois 
approximately $78,100,000 accord­ 
ing to a 
preliminary 
estimate 
made by Charles M. Hayes, pres­ 
ident of the Chicago Motor Club. 
“ These taxes 
were 
imposed 
back in 1932 for the announced 
purpose of ‘balancing the bud­ 
get’,” Mr. Hayes pointed out. “ At 
the present time, they are cost­ 
ing motorists more than $1,300,- 
000,000 yearly. 
“Since imposition of the taxes, 
they have taken nearly nine and 
a half billion dollars out of mo­ 
torists’ pockets — an 
amount 
greater than the total expendi­ 
tures of the Federal government 
for any peace-time year prior to 
1941. 
“The taxes have never been 
defended except on the basis of 
expediency. 
The 
government 
felt it needed the money 
and 
found the 
motorist 
a 
handy 
source of revenue. 
The Federal 
automotive levies—which include 
one and a half cents a gallon on 
every gallon of gasoline the mo­ 
torist uses— have 
been 
con­ 
demned by all 
highway 
user 
groups, by many state govern­ 
ments through action of the leg­ 
islatures, and by many tax ex­ 
perts who have studied the prob­ 
lem. 
“The taxes place a double bur­ 
den on the motorist. After he has 
paid his income taxes and var­ 
ious other taxes to Uncle Sam, he 
is called upon to shoulder a dis­ 
proportionate share of the cost 
of government simply because he 
owns an automobile. 
Car own­ 
ership, with the majority of fam­ 
ilies, is a necessity of life and 
the Federal levies rest most hea­ 
vily on the lower income groups 
that are least able 
to 
afford 
them. 
“ At a time when rising costs 
are stretching motorists’ pocket- 
books to the breaking point, re­ 
peal of these unjust and unjusti­ 
fiable Federal taxes should 
be 
given first priority in any re­ 
vision of the excise tax sched­ 
ule.”

Many drivers' licenses 
out of date, should 
be changed in address 


Many Illinois drivers are 
un- 
: consciously 
in 
non-compliance 
| with the drivers* license law, 
Secretary of State Edward J. 
Barrett said today. 
“ Through lack of knowledge of 
the law,” Barrett 
said, 
“ many 
persons have failed to report to 
this office any change of name or 
address since receiving their cur­ 
rent driver’s license. 
“ The Illinois motor vehicle law 
states that if any person 
shall 
move from the address named in 
such application or change name 
by 
marriage or otherwise, he 
! shall 
notify 
th** 
Secretary 
of 
State in writing within IO days 
of his new address or new name.” 
Written notification of change 
of address or name shall suffice 
to keep the license owner with­ 
in the law, Barrett said, and ap­ 
plication for a corrected license 
is entirely up to the licensee. 
The charge for a corrected li­ 
cense—showing the holder’s new 
name of address is $1.00 
correct license must accompany 
application for a corrected 
lic­ 
ense. 
Barrett urged that license hold- 
i ers, when writing to his office in 
j regard to notification of a change 
of name or address include their 
I license number in the letter.
